Which F With regard to Guyn Vaughan, 


Efq; they reported, That he being 
examined and afked, If he knew of 
any Sum or Sums of Money, paid 
out of the Salary, or Profits of any 
Place, or Office under the Govern- 
ment; he anfwered, J do not know 
of any at this Time: Being then fur- 
ther afked, If he knew of any paid 
within thefe ten Years; he defired 


to know, whether he was to in- 
Uu2 clude 
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clude himfelf, or only others; and 
being informed, that the Queftion 
was general and included all Per- 
fons, he then faid, He was appre- 
henfiye an Anfwer to that Queition 
might, in Part, affeét himfelf, and 
therefore he defired to be excufed 
anfwering; whereupon the Com- 
mittee having confidered of his Ob- 
jection, they told him, they would 
not prefs the Queftion further at 
that Time. 

Upon thefe Faéts, the Committee 
concluded their Report with repre- 
fenting to the Houfe, the great Dif- 
ficulty they laboured ie, from 
this obftinate and contemptuous Be- 
haviour of Mr. Paxton, who, they 
faid, appeared to have been direélly 
or indire€tly concerned in moft of 
the Tranfactions into which they 
had then inquired ; and when they 
confidered the very large Sums which 
had been iffued to him, during the 
Time of his being So/licitor to the 
Treafury, and that no effeétual Me- 
thods had ever been taken to obli 
him to account for any Part there- 
of; (a Circumftance which could 
not arife from any mere Negligence 
or Inattention) when they confidered 
that the ftrong and well grounded 
Remorks made on his Accounts by 
the Deputy Auditor of the Imprefts, 
were infantly followed by a War- 
rant of the Treafury, dire&ting the 
Auditor to «l!ow his Accounts; when 
they conficered what ftrong Sufpici- 
ons muit arife from the foregoing 
Evidence, that fome Part, at leaft, 
of the Money in his Hands, might 
hive been employed in Praétices 
dangerous to the Liberties of this 
Nation, and deftruétive of the In- 
dependency of Parliaments; they 
could not help obferving, that this 
Perfeverance in refufing to anfwer, 
feemed to take its Rife from a pre- 


meditated Scheme, to obftrué and G 


fruftrate their Inquiry ; and, fhould 
it pafs unregarded, might probably 
communicate itfelf to ether Perfons, 


‘whom they might have Occafion 
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to call before them; and, by ¢:: 
Means, render it impoffible to Jay : 
clear State of Affairs before the 
Houfe. Therefore they thoush 
themfelves obliged in Duty to te 
port thefe Matters fpecially to the 

A Houfe, and humbly fubmitted the 
fame to their Confideration. 

Upon this Report’s being made to

C following; and juft before it wos 
prefented, the Lord Limerick report- 
ed fram the Committee of Secrecy, 
that Mr. Fofeph Bell having been ex- 
amined in the moft folemn Munner, 
had refufed to anfwer to what had 
been demanded of him by the Com- 

D mittee ; whereupon he was ordered 
into Cuftody. 

The Bill, when prefented, having, 
as ufual, been read a firft Tiive, it 
was ordered to be read a fecond 
Time on the Tuefday following: 
Accordingly it was then read a le- 

Econd Time, and committed to 4 
Committee of the whole Houie; 
and the Houfe having immediately 
refolved itfelf into a Committee on 
the Bill, they went through the Bi! 
with fome Amendments, and the 
Report being immediately received 

F and agreed to, the Bill was ordered 
to be ingrofled. Next Day the Bill 
was read a third Time, pafled, and 
fent up to the Lords ; of which the 
following is an exaét Copy.

as fhall make Difcovery touching 
the Metters aforefaid: Be it era&ed 
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freed, indemnified, and difcharged 
of, from, and rare all Forfeitures, 
Penalties, Punifhments, Difabilities, 
and Incapacities, which he, fhe, or 
they may incur or become fubjeé& 
to, for or by Reafon or Means of any 
Matter or Thing, which he, fhe, or 
they may incur, or become fubje& 
to, for or by Reafon or Means of 
any Matter or Thing, which he, 
fhe, or they fhall, upon his, her, or 
their being examined, as aforefaid, 
truly and faithfully difcover, difclofe 
and make known, touching or con- 
cerning the faid Inquiry, and rela- 
tive thereunto; and that all and e- 
very Perfon and Perfons (other than 
the faid Robert Earl of Orford) ma- 
king fuch Difcovery as aforefaid, 
who fhall have, hold, or enjoy any 
Office or Offices whatever, fhall be, 
and he, fhe, and they, is and are 
hereby enabled and made capable 
to hold, occupy, and enjoy his, her, 
or their faid Office or Offices, not- 
withftanding any Forfeiture, Penal- 
ty, or Incapacity whatfoever, which

Wich regard to the Bill now be- 
‘are ys, 1 muft confefs, my Lords, 
it orefented itfelf to me, at firit 
View, with all the engaging Allure- 
ments a Bill can be attended with. 
The late Conduét of our publick 
Afairs | have often in this Houfe 
éond Fault with: It has, in my 
Ooinion, been for feveral Years fo 
vey extraordinary, that I thought 
it highly deferved a parliamentary 
Inquiry : A ftri& and impartial In- 
qiry is what the Nation generally 
expels, and what will tend towards 
endering the remaining Part of his 
Mijefty’s Reign eafy, happy, and 
glorious: I could not therefore but 
be pleafed when I heard of fuch an

| Inquiry’s being fet on Foot in the 


other Houfe ; and I highly approved 
of the Choice they made of thofe 
who were to conduct it, becaufe 
they were all Gentlemen whofe 
jutice, Wifdom, and Capacity I 
had a great Opinion of : By them 
this Bill was thought necefflary: By 
fome of them it was drawn up; 
and by their Influence and Perfua- 
fon it was carried through the o- 
ther Houfe. 

Thefe, my Lords, were all, at 
frt View, ftrong Arguments with 
me for giving my Affent to the 
Bill; but when I came to perufe it 
with Attention, and to confider it 
frioully and maturely, I found it 
to be fuch a Bill as 1 could not in 
Conicience give my Affent to; for 
! hope to be able to demontftrate to 
jour Lordthips, not only that it is 
without Precedent, but alfo that it 
s inconfittent with Juftice, incon- 
filtent with the Laws of Nature, 
and inconfiftent with the moft fun- 
éamental Maxims of our Confitu- 
ton. I do not fay this, my Lords, 
with a Defign to refic& upon the 
other Houfe, or upon any of the 
worthy Gentlemen concerned in pre- 
Paring and bringing this Bill into 
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D felves; but fuch 


as it often happens even to the beft 
and wifeft of Men, they were mif- 
led in their Judgment, by a laud- 
able, but a too ardent Defire to do

A duét, 1 fhall not yet fay, by the 


Crimes of the Minifter whofe Con- 
du& is now the Subjeé of their In- 
quiry. 

After having thus, my Lords, ob- 
viated a Prejudice which fome of 
your Lordfhips might have conceiv- 
ed againft what I was to fay, I may 
now repeat, that I look upon this 
Bill to be contrary to Juftice, the 
Laws of Nature, and the fundamen- 
tal Maxims of our Conftitution; and 
that it is without Precedent mutft 
be evident to every one who is ac- 


C quainted with our Law Books and 


Journals of Parliament. We have, 
*tis true, upon former Occafions, 
had Laws pafied for indemnifying 
thofe who were to give Evidence a- 
ainft State Criminals, fo far as 
their Evidence might affe&t them- 
aws were con- 
fined to particular Perfons, and par- 
ticular Crimes fpecified in the Body 
of the Law. I believe, I may with 
Confidence affirm, that there never 
was fuch a general Bill as this pro- 

fed in Parliament: I am fure there 


E is no fuch Law now ftanding upon 


our Statute Books; and therefore I 
am juftified in faying, that it is 
without Precedent. 

Now, my Lords, with regard to

contrary to the Laws of Nature, and 
to all Laws human and divine, to

My Lords, 
HEN I heard of this Bill’s 


coming up from the other 
Houle, I did not queftion its meet- 
ing with an Oppofition in this, and 
I even had fome Sufpicion, that the 
Oppofition would begin from the 
Quarter where I now find it does. 
As the noble Lord fays, he would 
be glad to hear his Objeétions an- 
fwered, I hope he will have that 
Pleafure ; I hope he will hear every 
one of them fully anfwered, before 
this Debate is at an End; and then 
I make no Doubt of having his 
Concurrence to the Bill. I fhall not 
fay, that Iam able to anfwer the 
noble Lord’s Objeétions to his Satif- 
faction ; I fhall however attempt it, 
and my Failings will, I hope, be 
fupplicd by other Lords, who may 
fpeak after me in the Debate. But 
before I begin to anfwer the Objec- 
tions made to the Bill, I muft ob- 
ferve to your Lordthips, the Diffe- 


rence between the Condition of the G they 


Crown, and that of the People with 
regard to treafonable Prattices a- 


gainit our Governmsnt or Conftitu- 
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tion; becaufe from that Difference 
the Neceffity of fuch a Bill as this 
will, in my Opinion, mof evidently 
appear. 
In this Country, my Lords, and 
indeed in all limited Monarchies, 
A there are two Sorts of treafonable 
Praétices ; one Sort confifts of thofe 
Treafons, which may be committed 
againft our King and Government; 
and the other Sort confitts of thot 
Treafons, which may be committed 
againft our Conftitution. Treafons 
B of the former Kind mutt always be 
committed by fome Subjeé, or Body 
of Subjedts, againft the Crown; but 
thofe of the latter Sort may, and 
too often are committed by the 
Crown, by the Advice and Afit- 
ance of evil Minifters or Counfel- 
C lors. Ido not fay, my Lords, that 
the King can be guilty of any trea- 
fonable Practices againit our Conti. 
tution, or that we ought to think of 
punifhing him for fuch; becaule, 
whatever the King does, is, by our 
Conftitution, fuppofed to be done by 
D his Minifters ;_ they only are to be 
punifhed ; and I hope it will be ad- 
mitted, that when Minifters form 
and carry on Defigns for overturning 
the Liberties of the People, and ¢- 
ftablifhing arbitrary Power, they are 
guilty of Treafon againft our Con: 
E ititution, and ought to be punithed 
2s the moft heinous of all Traitors. 
With regard to the Treafons that 
may be committed againft the Crown 
or Government, our Kings have t- 
ken Care to have them exprefély de- 
clar’d by feveral Aéts of Parliament; 
F nay by the Help of fubmiffive Judges 
and complaifant Parliaments, they 
took Care to multiply Treafons of 
this Kind to fach a Degree, that 
the People at laft took the Alarum, 
and under one of the beft of our 
Kings, I mean Edward the Ild.

Conftitution. 

Now, my Lords, with regard to 
I the Proof, or the Means of coming 
_ at a full Difcovery of the Crime, 
F the Condition of the Crown and 
, that of the People is vaftly diffe- 


f rent. The King has inherent in 
i his Crown, a Power to pardon all 
. Treafons againft our Crown or Go- 
vernment, and may grant that Par- 


don to any one he pleafes, and upon 
what Conditions he pleafes; but the 
People can grant no Pardon, not 
even for Treafons againft our Con- 
fitution, without the Confent of the 
Crown. This makes a moft mate- 
tial Difference with regard to the 
Means of coming at a full Difco- 
very of any Crime. When a Sub- 
ject has been guilty of any treafon- 
able Praétices againft our King or 
Government, his Accomplices all 
know, that they may have a Par- 
con from the King upon making a 
full Difcovery, and becoming Wit- 
reget yr their Affociates ; and 
for this Reafon, when any fuch Prac- 
tices begin to take Air, or to be in- 
quired into, the Accomplices are fo 
far from being true and ftedfag to 
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mife them the King’s Pardcn, nay, 


and a Reward too, upon making a 
full Difcovery. On the other hand, 
when a Minifter has been guilty of 
treafonable Practices againft our Con- 
ftituticn, when he has been carry- 
A ing on Defigns againit the Liberties 
and Privileges of the People, his 
Accomplices all know, that with- 
out an Act of Parliament for that 
Purpofe they can have no Indem- 
nity, no Pardon. As fuch Mini- 
fiers are generally Favourites of the 
B Crown, their Accomplices know, 
that from the King they can expect 
no Pardon: They muft expect his 
utmoft Refentment, in Cafe of their 
becoming Informers againft his fa- 
vourite Minifter or Minifters ; there- 
fore, as their mutual Safety depends 
C upon their mutual Fidelity, their 
common Danger will make them 
ftedfaft and true to the wicked Af- 
fociation they have entered into ; 
and thus they will certainly conti- 
nue, till an A& of Parliament be 
pafied for indemnifying fuch of them 
Das fhall become Informers againit 
the reft. ‘Till fuch a Law be pafled, 
the People, that is to fay, the Par- 
liament cannot be faid to be upon 
an equal looting with the Crown: 
Till {uch a Law be paffed, no full 
Difcovery can be expe¢ted of any 
E treafonable Prattices, in the Mini- 
flers or Favourites of the Crown, 
againft the Conftitution and Liber- 
ties of their Country. 

This, my Lords, moft evidently 
fhews the Neceflity of our pafling 
fuch a Bill as this, as often as there 

F arifes a Sufpicion that fome fuch 
treafonable Practices have been car- 
rying on; and upon the prefent Oc- 
cafion, there is a moft cogent addi- 
tional Argument for it: An Argu- 
ment which muft prevail with all 
thofe who have a greater Regard for 


°'¢ another, that the Conteft among G his Majefty than they have for his 


-¢m generally is, who fhall be the 
rt Intormer: Some of them im- 
mediately run to a Minifter of State, 
and he may with full Affurance pro- 





late Minifter. It is well known, 
my Lords, that the Minifter, whofe 
Conduét is now under the Examina- 
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tion of the other Houfe, has been 
Jong a Favourite of the Crown. It 
is well known, that he has lately, 
and even fince he became fufpect:d 
of treafonable Praétices againft our 
Conftitution, received moft fignal 
Favours from the Crown. This has 
raifed a Sufpicion without Doors, 
that his Majefty will endeavour to 
protect him, however criminal, and 
that all thofe who fhall give any In- 
formation or Evidence againft him, 
muit expe&t his Majeity’s highett 
Indignation. Every one who knows 
the true Regard his Majefty has for 
our Conttitution muft be convinced, 
that there is no Foundation for this 
Sufpicion ; but however well your 
Lordthips may be convinced of this, 
the Sufpicion generally prevails with- 
out Doors, and if not removed, will 
moft forcibly tend to alienate the 
Affetions of the People from bis 
Majefty, which it is certainly our 
Duty to prevent as much as lies in 
our Power. ‘Therefore, not only to 
render it poflible for the other Houfe

any former. It is a Crime which,

The dete€ting and punifhing of an 
old Minifter is always look’d on as 
a moft dangerous Precedent by a 
new one, therefore he generally en- 
deavours to prevent, or to render in- 
effectual, any Inquiry into the Con- 
duct of the former, unlefs when he 
finds it necefiary to encourage it, 
in order to gain a little Popularity, 
or to fecure fome new Friends to 


fen, it is infafferable, becaufe it C himfelf. For this Reafon, my Lords, 


propagates a corrupt, venal, and 
mercenary Spirit among the Peo-

of Seville; by which we ftipulated 
for the eventual Pofieflion of Tx/- 

i cary, 
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cany, Parma and Placentia, in Fa- 
vour of that very Don Carlos, who 
was but juft before impofed upon us 
as the Raw-Hrad and Bilocdy- Boxes 
of the whole Continent. 

This incenfed the Emperor alike 
againit Spaiz and us; and, in order 
to pacify both him and the Nation, 
we rufh’d Hand over Head into the 
Guaranty of the Pragmatick Sanc- 
tion; and fo became, in Turn, the 
Drudges both of Friend and Enemy, 
without the Shadow of an Advan- 
tage to ourfelves, 

Ambition had now Leifure to look 
round, as we were told, when the 
Neceflity was urged of keeping up 
a ftanding Army in Time of Peace; 
and the Refult was, that in 1733, 
France; Spain, and Sardinia, in Con- 
junction, thought fic to fal! upon the 
Emperor, with an avow’d Defign of 
driving him out of Jta/y, and di- 
viding the Spoil among themfelves. 

But, notwithftanding the Obliga- 
tion of Treaties, notwithftanding 
the Violence hereby done to the 
Balance of Power, and the Intereft 
we had in its Prefervation, we 
either flood flupidly at Gaze, or 
watfted our Time in unavailing Ne- 
gotiations, or contented ourfelves 
with uttering unregarded Menaces, 
till the Opportunity was loft; till 
Don Carlos was put in Poffeffion of 
Naples and Sicily, and France had, 
by a Ceffion in Form, annex’d the 
noble Sovereignty of Lorain to her 
Ewpire. 

It was held a fufficient Equiva- 
lent to us for fuffering thefe mighty 
Alterations to be made in Europe, 
to the Prejudice of our Friends, 
and .to the aggrandizing our Ene- 
mies, that we were permitted to

HERE is no greater Calamity can befal 

any People or State, than when Luxury 
is introduc’d among them, efpecially where 
itbecomes general, and is carried on to fo 
great a Length, that every Individual is un- 
der fome Neceffity of living beyond his For- D 
tune, or incurring the Cenfure of being ava- 
mciouss A Man once engaged in this extra- 
vagant Courfe of living feldom is able to ex~ 
ticate himfelf in Time, but is hurried on 
to the Brink of Ruin, reduces a helplefs Fa- 
mily to Want and Mifery, and muft at 
length fink under a Weight of Misfortunes ; 
or thro” Neceffity be drove to attempt what 
may facrifice Lis Honour, Country, and Con- E 
Iience, and every other Confideration to a 
preient Relief, which may, which maft at 
hit end in his total Deftru@tion, However 
amiable Virtue and Integrity may appear ia 
cur Eyes, human Nature will find it diffi- 
cult to withftand the threatoing Mifery of 
immediate Want; a Prifon ftariog a Man in 
the Face, continual Danns at his Door, or 
Want of his aceuftom'd Pleafures will drive 
him to Extremities, which nothing but Ne- 
Cellity could occafion ; he is no more Matter 
of himfelf, but like a drowning Man catches 
every Thing, even his deareft Friend, tho" 
he thould perifth with him, 

To what Extremities will not this melan- 
tholy Situation lead a Man? To Poverty, 
Shame, Villany, ney, and Di ce, G 
and at Jength to fell one’s Country to fapport 
. idle Extravagancy. Let a Man's Eftate 

what it will, if he lives beyond it, this 
Will be the Cafe fooner or later ; and if ever 
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the Legiflative Power fhould fall. into fuch 
neceffitous Hands, the very Thing which 
Thould make us happy, the Abundance of 
publick Treafure, may, if artfully manag’d 
by a defigning Adminiftration, prove the in- 
tire Deftruétion of this Conftitution. 

No Minifter who aims at abfolute Power, 
can attain it by more effectual Methods than, 
firit, by introducing Luxury, which muft be 
attended by Poverty and Want, and to 
make Amends for the bitter Wound by heal- 
ing them with a Place or Peofion; deadly is 
the Draught, but fweet is the Poifon. Pope 
Sixtus V. finding the Romans not quite fo fub~ 
miffive to his Will as he with'd for, ereéted 
a publick Fund at Rome and allowed an ex~ 
traordinary Intereft; the People, not aware 
of his deep laid Scheme, were tempted with 
the Bait and threw in their whole Stock, 
by which Means Sixtus got Pofleffion of all 
the Treafure in his Dominions, and confe- 
quently of the Power; for it is a known 
Maxim, that where the Riches are, there the 
Power will te alfo; therefore a Man who 
throws away all his Fortune, and becomes 
entirely dependent on a Place or Penfion, is 
furely in the poor Roman's Cafe, and only a 
Tenant at Will; and believe every fenfi- 
ble Man wi'l fay, that the Man who woyld 
exchange a freehold Eftate to fuch a Tenancy 
muft be entirely deprived of common Senfe 3 
and yet how frequently do we {ce Examples 
of this Nature? Men of good Effates la~ 
vithly fquandering them away, and leaving 
themfelves nothing but the Comfort of 2 
Place or Penfion,

+f ee: out of Bobemia. This has obli- 
he French Army, incamped under the 
“innon of Prague, to think of nothing but 
Witting off if poffible ; and for this Purpofe, 
tho as Prince Charles, with the Aufrian 
™Y, arrived in Sight of Prague, the Mar- 
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Marthal propofed to furrender Prague to the 
Queen of Hungary, provided the Garifon, 
and the French Army under the Cannon of 
the Place, thould be allowed to retire with 
Arms, Baggage, and al! other Marks of 
Honour; but Count Konigfg, appointed to 
confer with him, anfwered, That both the 
Garifon and Army muft furrender themfelves 
Prifoners of War, which was the only Terms 
they could expeét from his Royal Miftrefs, 
confidering the Situation they were in. The 
French have fince made feveral Applications 
to the Court of Vienna for obtaining betrer 
Terms, but all to no Purpofe ; fo that they 
muft fight their Way through their Enemies, 
who have now furrounded them on all Sides, 
or aceept of the hard Terms offercd; for 
they can expe:t no Relief from their Army 
in Bavaria, where a March to their Relief 
had been propofed in a Council of War, but 
was by all prefent judged to be too dangerous 
an Undertaking, canfidering that Count Kbe- 
wenbuller, with the Aufrian Army under his 
Commard, was fo near them, and would 
certainly follow and attack them upon their 
March. In the mean Time Prince Charles 
is making every Thing ready for befieging 
Prague in Form, and will begin it as foon as 
the heavy Artillery arrives from Vienna, 
which was every Day expeéted when our laft 
Advices came from that Army. 

The prefent bad Situation of the Affairs of 
France and her Allies, have obliged the Car- 
dical to have again Recourfe to Negotiation, 
and feveral Plans of Peace have been fent 
from Verfailles to Vienna, but without Effeét 5 
for her Hungarian Majefty declared publick- 
ly, about the 2oth Inftant, NV. S. that the

faithful Allies, without whom fhe would 
neither treat nor negotiate, 

As the Marthal de Maillebots is now retiring 
with his Army out of Germany, and as the 
Spanifh Army in Italy {eems to be fhut up ia 
their Camp there, the only Hopes the Frencb 
and their Allies have, feems to be placed ina 
the Spanifh Army affembling in Provence, 
which is now faid to be abeut 30,000, and 
when joined by a Body of French Troops, is 
to force its Way into Italy by the narrow” 
Paffes about Mice ; but as thofe Paffes are all 
now well fortified, and guarded by a ereat 
Number of Piemontefe Troops, befides a Body 
of Englifh Forces from Portmabon, and as the 
Spaniards dare not approach near the Coaft 
for Fear of the Briti/b Squadron, thefe Hopes 
feem to be im great Danger of being cifap-
